In the mountains the precipita- 
tlon took the form of snow. 
Sierras from the Oregon line to 
Mexico were covered with a foot 
or more of snow. There was half 
an inch of snow on Mt. Wilson 
this morning with a slight covering 
on Mt. Diablo and Mt. Tamalpais, 
which soon melted. Even the hills 
in the vicinity of San Jose received 
a light covering of snow. 

Reports received by the Weather 
Bureau today were to the effect 
that hall which fell for a brief pe- 
riod Sunday in several! parts of the 
State, accompanied by high wind, 
did some damage to fruit blossoms. 
This damage, it was stated, was 
more than offset by the benefits 
from the rain. The blossom pe- 
riod has been so long-drawn-out 
this year that hail, cold and rain 
have been unable to destroy al' 
the bloom, which is unusually 
heavy. 

Among the districts which re- 
ported more than an inch of rain 
today were: Sasg Francisco; Fres- 
no, Lindsay, Mount Hamilfon, 
Paso Robles, Porterville, Sant. 
Barbara, Santa Rosa and San Luis 
Obispo. The latter had a recor 
rainfall of the storm, the precipt- 
tation there totaling 2.53 inches.

Moody Attributes Breaks 
to Conservatism; Market

Moody's Weekly Review of Fi- 
nancial Conditions in its curreft 
jasue says in part: 

“Sharp breaks of this kind have 
occasionally occurred during prac- 
tically all great movements of the 
past.

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MRS. SIMS ASKS 
SUIT DISMISSAL 


Brief Says No Crime Has 
Been Committed 
Declares Paine Acted as 
Friend of Baby's Mother 
Denies Selling Child; Had 
None to Sell 


The story of a woman who tried 


-to @do a humane act of kindness 


for an unmarried girl about to be- 
come the mother of a child and 
theri found herself charged with 
violation of a hitherto obscure sec- 
tion of the State Pena! Code for 
her efforts was set forth in a brief 
filed yesterday with Justice Baird 
on behalf of Mrs. Hazel Sims, so- 
ealled “baby farmer.” The docu- 
ment, which constitutes the defense 
side of a preliminary hearing, was 
filed by Attorneys Carl B. Sturze- 
mnacker and Ceci] Betz Davis of 
Gardena. 

In addition to presenting the de- 
fense of Mrs. Sims, the brief is a

ORE BIRTH CONTROL 
Birth control is a trite disease and 


one feel’ almost as bored at the mention- 
_| ing of its title as when listening to a pro 


fusely detailed description of a superannu- 
ated dyspeptic’s symptoms. But when 
Greek meets Greek they start a candy shop. 
Thus, reading between the lines, one may 
afford a smile when a reporter in New York 
meets a paragon of the weakness to which 
he himeelf has fallen heir. Hence the big 
headline of “Birth Control Held World 
Need” becomes an excuse for one of the 
effusions of a birth-controlled brain to her- 
ald the arrival of Dr. Drysdale, birth-con- 
trol prophet. 

That the symptom in the new arrival of 
an extra brilliant prodigy of the complaint 
should be trotted all over the United States 
asa prize exhibit is part of the publicity 
proficiency indulged in by the school of 
egotists who are enrolled on the scrolls of 
this peripatetic university of menta] defi- 
ciency. But that they should insult the 
best men and women of America as soon 
as they set foot on these shores is an abuse 
of this country’s broad concession of free 
speech which at once betrays their lack of 
savoir faire.

of highly intelligent, prognostic auguries 
for which Americans ought to be thankful. 
But ome may suggest that, as far as this 
country is concerned, his return to England 
would not be regretted by the great ma- 
jority of the intelligent men and women 
to whom he speaks, for in America there 
is no such overpopulation which has be- 
come a menace to our economy or decrease 
of mental efficiency.

The only other gem of wisdom which the 
gentioman utters, after he completed his 
self-introduction, was that the actual cause 
of all wars is the overflow of populations. 
This statement smacks of plagiarism, used 
in ite most flagrant misinterpretation of 
misunderstood information. Scientists and 
economists have advanced this opinion of 
causation of war merely as a theory. When 
Dr. Drysdale presumes to lay it down as a 
dogmatic and apodictical axiom he over- 
steps the bounds of discretion with the 
abandonment of the fool who rushes in 
where angels fear to tread in the same 
manner as he stigmatizes fathers and moth- 
ers of large families as unintelligent. 


UCATION A LA CARTE 

University education, especially in the 
West, bas, for practical reasens, largely 
departed from the old classical tradition. 
Society ornaments are not without honor, 
and those who long for the superpolish af- 
forded by the ripe meilowness of college 
cloisters can always find that atmosphere 
in every institution devoted to higher learn- 
ing. 

But the balk of the students attending a 
State university in these days of scientific 
and commercial adventure are secking the 
aseful first and foremost—the ornamental 
may be a university by-product, but it is 
only a by-product. 

A university professor referred in a re- 
cent article to this change in the methods 
and manners of educating the modern gen- 
eration as from a table d’hote menu to 
service a la carte. The popularity of this 
a la carte education is seen in the number 
of universities that have added extension 
courses to their curricula. The extension 
course is essentially the democratic branch 
of the onceexclusive and richly vianded 
table d’hote. 

Of the 516 American colleges and univer- 
sities listed in the World's Almanac for the 
current year 173 have extension courses: 
and these are naturally the ones with the 
largest student bodies. The only State uni- 
versities without this democratic side serv- 
fee are Montana, Louisiana, South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi, Missouri, Maine, Rhode 
Island, Maryland and Nevada. 3 

Our own State university, the number 
of whose studenfts is only exceeded by one 
other university in the United States, has 
led the way in making democratic educa- 
tion popular. It is the first State univer- 
sity to be compelled by the phenomenal de- 
mand on its facilities to divide itself into 
two branches. Columbia, of course, has a 
larger registration, but it is in the center 
of the country’s most densely populated 
districts. It also includes in its registra-/ 
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mer session, Barnard, teachers’ college and 


dustrial world. In doing thie our State 
university, however, has lost none of the 
scholarly atmosphere that still clings to the 
college cloister. The é¢ase and polish ac- 
quired in a large university may be nowa- 
days only a by-product. California, the 
practical, is not neglecting that by-product. 
And by the value of its by-products the suc- 
cess of many a large manufacturing con- 
cern may be most accurately measured. 


E END OF THE WORLD 

For many centuries prophets of many 
kinde—but .all bad im one respect—have 
been predicting the end of the world. They 
all missed the mark, perhaps millions of 
years, but that makes little difference. Ev- 
ery new prophet arouses world interest, 
and the gullible and superstitious get fear- 
fully alarmed, although never yet has the 
prophet been a noted scientist or renowned 
scholar. 

It looks, however, as if the time rapidly 
were approaching when the scientists and 
mathematicians could take a.hand and real- 
ly give us some authentic information. In 
fact, even the layman who reads the news- 
papers carefully can hardly resist the pro- 
phetic impulse.

If the present rate of progress in the art 
of destruction continues—and for many 
decades it has been constantly accelerat- 
ing—it seems clear enough that, unless the 
nations work out a co-operative plan of 
preventing wars, the time eventually will 
come when there will be a war with no 
winners and no losers. Continents may 
be sunk as ships are sunk now, and the 
only survivors may be those who seize 
their wings and fiilt to some other planet. 
The end of human life on the world may 
be brought about by the stubbornness and 
selfishness and jealousy of men long before 
nature ever would dream of it—or it may 
be delayed by the simple use of reason.

Britain. And that. while 29,424,000 were 
distilled in 1924, only 12,583,000 were con- 
sumed by Great Britain. 

The Briton, without a prohibition amend- 
ment and its enforcement, has become more | 
abstemious to the tune of 12,000,000 gal- 
lons in whisky alone. 

And the chief cause of this is that the’ 
Briton is a connoisseur and objecta to im- | 
bibing young whisky, according to the 
trade's own explanation. Owing to the pro- | 
hibition of distilling during the war there 
is a grave shortage of “fine old matured 
whiskies.” 

Ridley’s Wine and Spirit Circular, a Brit- 
ish trade publication, asserts that “High- 
land distilleries have latterly been produc- | 
ing about 5,000,000 gallons per annum more | 
than was requisite to meet the demand 
measured by the current consumption.”
